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Hands Across the Border 

Sometimes a communiqué is new. More often, as 
may be said of the communiqué which followed the 
meetintr of President Itennedy and Canadian Prime 
Minister Diefenbaker at Washington, the news is some- 
where elsè. 

Behind iiulications of broad areas of agreement 
there are nt least a few departments in American-Car 
nadian relations that would not provide the kind of 
reading usually found in a polite communiqué. Econo- 
jnics, especially the weight of American control which 
follows American investment in Canada, is one. The 
question of joint defence — controls and decisiom which 
might involve nuclear war — is another. The cultural 
(or in some Canadian eyes, "anticultural") impact of 
American entertainment and publishing on Canadian 
tastes and enterprise is a third. And the list does not 
end there. 

The Canadians themselve.s divide over some of 
these matters, Tliey do not divide over the proposition 
that the Americans tend to be all too unaware that 
problems exist 

Their existence, however, is one reason Mr. Die- 
fenbaker Roes to VVftshington, and Mr. Kennedy to 
Ottawa. That is why the "variou.s consultative arran- 
gements of a formal and infonnal character" mentioned 
in the communiqué exist. Understanding is a two-way 
street though sometimes the Canadians seem to forget 
it, as on trade with Castro Cuba. 

Fortunately in the last year or two there has 
been increasing American recognition of United States- 
Canadian differences, with the result that Canadian 
nationalism is beginning to look at itself niore objec- 
tively. 

Where Canadians in the past have noted the num- 
ber of big jobs going to Americans as American capital 
moved into Canadian 'companies, now a' prominent 
Canadian tells his countrymen, "We have a larger 
export trade, greater purchases of Canadian goods 
and services, and mor» jobs for Canadians as a result 
of the heavy investment by Americans . . '." 

But this speaker can also offer a clue for Ameri- 
cana by which they may unravel the mysteries of the 
Dl-feeling they sometimes confront among Canadians: 
"The essentfal thing is that when Americans go else- 
where in the world they are conscious of the fact.that 
they are in another and different country and act ac- 
cordinsly. Speaking generally, when they come to Ca- 
nada they do not do this. They pay us the compliment 
■ of treating us as if we were nil the same." 

Canadians, want Americans to know that they^are 
not the santel' and' to appreciate that many ' inteiiiational 
aa.well as national problems must look different from 
Canada. ' _ 

This is a very general ^statement about the climate 
into which Messrs. Kennedy and Djefenbakei^ must 
carry their discussions as they continue the relation- 
ship that the Canadian Prime Minister ha.s initiated 
at Washington. But it can be seen that a Presidential 
visit to Ottawa may symbolyze a great deal that Cana^ 
dians have been hoping for in Unitedv States relations

On Free Love 

Sir: 

Free love Is a subject one 
hesitates to discuss because o( 
the mlsunderslandinK that inva- 
riably results. But recently I 
came upon a youn^ couple (atu- 
dents) who were living together 
very harmoniously. Gone for 
them— how fortunately I 
thought — Was all the mystique 
and dirty connotations usually 
ahrouding student views ot aex. 
This couple was healthily en- 
Joying a fulfilling experience. 

Such a situation of course is 
nothing new, and indeed early 
in thia century Havelock Ellis 
, was advocatibg , "companionate 
marriage." That is to say the 
union of two people for sexual 
companionship without the in- 
tention of producing offspring. 
As Ellis said: 

"It constantly happens under 
civilized conditions that a youne 
man and woman may not desi- 
re, or may not^be eugenically 
entitled, or not^able to afforci, 
to rear a family, or even to de- 
pend, both of them, on the ear- 
nines of one, but they desire 
each other's social and sexual 
companionship, while each ear- 
ninR his or her own livinR, un- 
der hia or her own names, and 
retaining an individual relation 
to. tbe state and tax gatherer. 
Under thé present circunutan- 
ces... they roust either marry 
and iccept all the obligations, 
' diubilities and compulsions 
which marriage, as at present 
constituted, imposes, or they 
mutt, as so often happens, form 
a more or less secret union, with 
ail the difficulties and deceits 
it Involves, and tlMr.iiak- of dis' 
coverv - and . humilUUon. Both 
alternatives are bad. They are 
not only socially unwholesome, 
but to both tbe individuals con- 
cerned, whose aim is altogether 
legitimate and honorable, they 
are alilce absolutely unjust. The 
open recognition ■ and acceptan- 
ce of a "coriipfinionate- marria- 
ge" is today an urgent 'demand 
of social hygiene ... It would 
increase social ainccrity and at 
the same, time form a powerful 
lever to aid in tbe removal of 
prostitutes... It would termir 
nate automatically, and become 
legal marriage, by tbe birth of 
chUdren." 

Students are vitally concern- 
ed about such explosive pro- 
blems as religion, race, the fa- 
mily and MX. May the above 
passage from Havelock Ellis' 
"Sex and Marriage" be helpful 
in stimulating fresher and 
healthier ideas about sex.
